Independent claims, among other things teach, a central server that maintains server selection 
weights and provides a candidate server list to clients based on the weights and feedback adds an 
extra server to the list, wherein the extra candidate server is randomly selected and wherein the 
extra, randomly selected, candidate server is a fixed percentage beyond the number of servers 
based on the weights. 

The prior art does not teach the cited limitation.
